Stabilizing E! Salvador through 
military aid is a “grossly flawed 
strategy, doomed to failure.” US 
Representative Vic Fazio told the 
local chapter of the World Affairs 
Council 

Fazio said E! Salvador is in a 
“civil war’ and is becoming in- 
Greasingly violent. “More arms wil! 
only decrease the chance of a 
peaceful resolution to the 


problem.” Fazio said he supported 
a bill to end all military support to 
Ei Salvador, but was “strongly sur 
portive” of economiic aid 

Fazio added that guerrilla 
forces in E! Salvador are “virtually 

shed." Further military aid, he 
said, only consolidates power in 
the military.

President Reagan will not 
reconsider his position on gun 
control, despite the assassination 
attempt and ‘overwhelming 
public support for controls on 
fiandguns, two CSUS government 
professors have predicted 

“Reagan can achieve gun con- 
trol, but | don't think he will unless 
the sire gets so hot he has to move,’ 
said Professor Paul Goldstere in 
an interview with the Hornet 

“He (Reagan) is in a very 
vulnerable position. Here is a guy 
who is very anti - crime, turning 
around and saying he's not going 
to do anything about the handgun 
problem.” 

Goldstene said Congress must 
“pegin to feel the heat” of public 
opinion, and added the media is 
the means to that end

The California Legisiature 
IS presently considering imposing 
tuition on CSUC students to heip 
offset state budget cuts. A final 
decision on tuition will be reached 
between June 15 and July 1 during 
state budget deliberations 

If the tuition legislation passes 
a fee of $375 per semester for 
CSUS students could be required 
next September 

A resolution was unanimously 
passed by the senators to “oppose 
any and ail tuition” as presented by 
the California Coalition for Tuition 
- Free Higher Education. Based in 
Sacramento, the coalition is 
presently conducting a state - wide 


drive to oppose tuition

The teams took a different routé to success. 

The men had a more exciting finish as their battie with Humboidt 
State was not decided until a victory in the final event, the 1,600 meter 
relay, gave the Horneis s 88-62 triumph. 

The women’s team was abié tO é52! the suspense early in its meet 
By totally dominating the proceedings, it wound up with 99 points 
compared to 35 for Nevada ~ Reno and 16 for CSC Stanisiaus 

After leading for much of the afternoon, the men nearly lost it when 
they allowed Humboidt to take the first two positions in the 5,000 
meters and pull to within one point Of the Hornets. in the end, Coach 
Kent Liebermann was happy to escape with the victory 

“Anytime a meet comes down to the jast event and you win, it's 
been a good day,” he said, “We knew Humboidt was outstanding in the 
5,000, but our 1,600 relay team came back and ran very well.” 

The entire unit of Albert Miller, Jeff Coe, Rick Denesik and Headley 
Chambers ran iegs of under 50-seconds to lead by a wide margin 
throughout the race and clinch the victory. 

The superiority of the women’s team was best iliustrated by the 
result of the 400 relay. When the Hornets top team took itself out of the 
race by dropping the baton, the ‘B’ team of Kim Smith, LaDonna 
White, Carol Isaccson and Natcy Wallace came through, winning by 
almost two seconds ; 

White was aiso victorious in the 400 meters, but her time of 59.9 was 
over a second higher than the national qualifying standard. She feels a 
lack of confidence has kept her from reaching the qualifying mark 

“We have so many good ruriners here, | tend to worry about mes- 
sing up and letting the team down instead of being aggressive and go- 
ing after it,” she said 

The women's team set two school records at the meet. Melissa 
Kennedy nailed one of them in the shot put, as she won the event by 
reaching the 12.45 meter mark. DeAnn Homestead set the other 
recora in the high jump with an effort of 5-5. 

Tammy Gonzalez won the 800. Her time of 2:17.7 was better than 
the national qualifying standard. She was foliowed by Mary Ann 
Scannell, who also beat the standard, at 2:18.3. In addition, Scannell 
was the winner of 1,500 meter race 

Other CSUS winners included: Nitra Ailen in the javelin. Lyntesh 
Moore in the 100 and Veima Banks in the 100 hurdies 

The efforts of the men’s team were also highlighted by a couple of 
school records being set. Ed Nichoison's victory in the steeplechase 
established a mark of 9:09, which is more than two seconds better than 
the old record.

After beating Oregon 4-0 in their first game on 
Thursday, the Hornets trailed USF 2-1 going into the 
bottom of the seventh inning.

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Dancing ghosts, colorful set add magic to ‘Giselle’

Giselle, a story of love, heartbreak and ghosts, was performed last 
weekend by the Sacrarnento Ballet at the Sacramento Community 
Theater 

The two act ballet began featuring a brilliant and colorful setting 
using props that were very true to life Depicting a true Rhineland 
village, the stage housed usable cottages which looked like English 
Tudor with live piants all around. Everything eise (except the foot 
bridge) was done realistically in canvas paintings. The countryside 
which featured a castie looming in the distance, looked green and 
lush 

The dancers, peasant boys and girls, wore cheerful country cloth- 

ring and danced lightly about in celehration of the grape harvest 

The story is basically a iove triangle about a frail young girl, Giselle 
(Allyson Deane), the secretly noble man she loves, Albrecht (Tomm 
Ruud of the San Francisco Ballet) and Hilarion (Patrick Nollet), a 
villager also in love with Giselle 

Hilarion discovers that Aibrecht is indeed a Count and plans to give 
this knowledge to Giselle Meanwhile, Giselle’s mother tells all of the 
village girls thelegendofthe Wilis, who are ghosts of betrothed girls 
who died from overdoses of dancing. The Wilis rise from their tombs at 
night and lure men who encounter them into dancing until they die 

When Giselle learns the true identity of her lover and that he is 
engaged to the Duke's daughter, she is stricken by madness and tries 
to kill herself with Albreéht's sword. Failing, she dances into a frenzy 
and dies of a heart attack 

Aliyson Deane, daughter of Sacramento Ballet Founders Barbara 
Crockett Gallo ana Deane Crockett, does a magnificent job as 
Giselle. Deane received continual crowd approval throughout the per 
formance, as she masterfully executed the most difficult steps with 
ease and grace 

The performance got stronger as it progressed The first act went 
by quickly because of the dancing was upbeat and lively 
throughout, however, tne dancers were rather sf aky in a few se 
quences 

A pair of peasant dancers. friends of Giselle, seemed tense during 
their solo. The moves definitely needed more polishing. Both 
appeared uncertain of what the other was going to do next 
Movements were harsh when the young man lifted the girl, he was not 
too delicate when he set her down again throughout the solo 

This was the show's only setback. The rest was flawless. One se- 
quence included dancers using tambourines. This was absolutely
